The cost of transfer at Buffalo and 
the rail or canal freight to New York 
and the handling in the New York har- 
bor are all lost motion.

In brief, the effort of the state’s law- 
yers is to prove that, after receiving 
a state draft made out to the “Grant! 
Park bank,” the Jate Senator E. C. 
Curtis took it to the Fort Dearborn 
bank, obtained a cashier’s check there 
and used that check to purchase one 
or more notes of Armour & Co., Swift 
& Co., or some other packing house 
through the Live Stock Exchange Na- 
tional bank. 

Witnesses Identify Papers. 

The attorneys had the witnesses 
- identify the deposit and credit slips 

showing that the “Grant Park bank” 
drafts had been put into the Fort Dear-. 
born National the requisitions for the 
cashier’s checks, the cashiers’ checks 
themselves bearing indorsements of the 
Live Stock National, and also some de- 
posit slips showing that when the 
packers’ notes were taken up the 
money was deposited directly to the 
credit of the state treasurer, without 
any entry concerning the “Grant 
Park bank.” 
_ The defense interposed objections to 
nearly all this evidence, and forced the 
state to produce “strict proof” to 
such an extent that it was necessary 
to send to Chicago for three hereto- 
forg unlisted witnesses to swear to 
some details concerning requisitions 
for cashiers’ checks. 

Upon cross-examination, after the 
court had overruled their objections, 
Gov. Small’s counsel showed the wit- 
nesses were not testifying from recol-

Checks Total $29,657,324. 

The Fort Dearborn cashiers’ checks 
produced totaled $29,657,324, the differ- 
ent amounts on their face ranging 
from $60,000 to $500,000. 

The state also had a witness identify 
ledger pages bearing the entire ac- 
counts of the Fort Dearborn’s custom- 
ers involved im the case. These are 
state treasurer accounts of Small and 
Fred E,.

- Recently confined in the psycopathic 
hospital for two days at th@® alleged 


second wife and mother-in-law, Mrs. 
Hannah Le Bold Randall was yester- 
day awarded damages of $55,000 from 
the trio by a jury in Judge Mazzini 
Slusser’s court. She sued for $100,000. 

The verdict, which is said to be a 
record judgment in Cook county for a 
false imprisonment case, was directed 
against Louis E. Randall, millionaire 


Randall in November, 1909, and subsq 
quently married his stenographer, Miss 
Mamie Hardy. She was also a defend- 
ant in the suit, as was her mother, Mrs. 
Margaret Hardy. 
Charges Divorce Fraud. 
In her testimony before the jury, 


returning the verdict, Mrs. Randall 
declared that the divarce obtained by 
Randall on charges of infidelity, had 
been obtained by means of fraud. After 


decree set aside, each of which was 
dismissed, Mrs. Randall asserted that 
she was ‘offered $5,000 for affidavits 
made by witnesses in the divorce case, 
in which she charged thet they admit- 
ted having been paid various sums to 
testify in behalf of Randall. 

After refusing this offer Mrs. Ran- 


then threatened to have her committed 
to an institution for the insane, un- 
less she abandoned her efforts to have 
the decree set aside. Within ten days 
following the threats Mr. Randall testi- 
fied that she received a mysterious visit 
'from Dr. Dennis P. Russell, then a 
member of the psycopathic commission, 


signed a statement asserting his belief 
in Mrs. Randall’s insanity. . 
Made Ten Minute Diagnosis. 

During the hearing Dr. Russell, a 
witness for Randall, testified that he 
}concluded that Mrs. Randall was in- 
sane after a ten minute observation 
of her. Mrs. Hardy appeared before 
the late County Judge Scully on July 
21, 1919, with an affidavit declaring 
that Mrs. Randall was iffane and 
should be incarcerated. 

As a result of Mrs. Hardy’s state- 
ment, Mrs. Randall was sent to the 
Psycopathic hospital for observation, 
and at a hearing two days later was 
discharged. Mrs. Randall charged 
before the jury that during her con- 
finement the trio visited her and re- 
peated their offer of $5,000 for her 
evidence of fraud in the divorce pro- 
ceedings and an agreement to cease 
her efforts to have the decree vacated,

Cooking Late Asparagus. 


good sized bunches of asparagus were 
kept four days next to ice and then 
cooked as follows in a double boiler, 
the top~-part of which holds a little 
over two quarts and a half, even full, 
of water. Cut off about one-third of 
the stump ends of the bunch, or 
enough so that the stalks can stand 
straight in the boiler and not quite 
touch the cover. In the later aspara- 
gus there is about this much waste 
any way. Look over the stalks, do 
any necessary scraping, and then wash. 
It is perhaps a good plan to take off 
the: tiniest bit of the tip to see that all 
is safe and green there. Pour boiling 
water over the whole, let stand three 
or four minutes, pour off, and rinse 
thoroughly with cold water, gather up 
stalks in bunches, and stand them in 
the top of the double boiler; cover and 
cook from three-fourths of an hour to 
ne hour. Serve with lighted salted 
melted butter and eat from fingers. 

I found that this long picked aspara- 
gus, which had been so kept that 
little of its water. evaporated, cooked) 


corn on the cob, which had found 
itself in the pot one hour after it was 
picked. 

The true and proper way is to eat 
}asparagus stems from the fingers, and 
it is one of the sorrows of my cooking 
career that I have lost a_ wonderful 
name for an asparagus revel. If the 
stem is cooked too soft, you cannot 
eat it in that fashion. If you’ cook 
asparagus in a lot of water you dis- 
solve out all the good things you are 
eating it for, including its favor. You 
can actually wilt and shrink it and 
have nothing but a bitter straw to eat. 
Cooked too long, it is too salvy. We
